nitions were\ loaded on the trucks 
In the court yard of the jail. 
j Enrique Estrada, who gave him- 
oelf only the modest title of civil 
engineer, was Unown to the Feder- 
al agents as General Estrada, one 
of the leaders of the De La Huerta 
revolution several years ago, and at 
one time secretary of war in Mfexi- 
co aud commander, of the Vera 
Cruze district. He carried $456 in 
Cash on his person, and other mem- 
bers pf hi* staff captured at the 
same time had sums that brought 
the total to more than $1500. Gen- 
eral Estrada's chief of staff 
was 


General Aurelio Sepulveda, a fa- 
tuous officer of the Mexican army, 
who said be had been a resident of 
IJOb Angeles for two years. He ad- 
mitted be was a general in the 
Mexican army and was booked at 
the county jail with that title. 


While no air planes were found 


in tue expedition's equipment, Faas- 
lino Garcia, aged 80, arrested with 
Estrada, was designated as an avia- 
tor. He called himself a mechanic 
when he gave his history at the 
jail. 
Benjamin Roque, salesman; 


Lucas Amador. laborer; Carlos Al- 
cantar, truck driver; Jose Manza- 
nara, mechanic , from Texas, and 
Miguel Valenzuela, laborer, all of 
I>DS Angeles, were the other captur-

Mexican indicated that they had 
been employed and given 'instruc- 
tion", to gather near Dulzara last 
night. One man, Ospicio Sanchez, 
apparently a top sergeant, had a 
letter from J. T. Degman, Culver 
Clfey contractor identifying him and 
introducing him to one S.'M. Wil- 
BOU of Campo. The letter, which 
was only one of several documents 
carried by lieutenants or sub-com- 
manders, read as follows: 


"The bearer, Ospiclo Sanchez, 


will report to you with 25 Mexican 
laborers to start construction work 
at once. I will be there iu a few 
day?. (Signed) J. T. Degman."

. «d, for he was captured with the 


others near Dulzura. He asked of

made further evident by the identi-

the Insurrection, is still at large, 
according to the department of Jus- 
act leaders.
